Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Discussed issues with the combination of references made in 
rejecting the claims in the final rejection. Specifically, Tzanavaras et al teach (see col. 3, lines 13-22) that the powerful 
electrolyte jets provided adequate agitation of the electrolyte to prevent the need for an additional means for improving 
wetting. Further, Downes, Jr et al teach that the vibrations were applied for ensuring wetting of the high aspect ratio 
holes and vias. As discussed within the specification as filed, particularly paragraph 13, the present inventor 
discovered that low aspect ratio holes had more problems with wetting than the high aspect ratio holes. This result 
appears to be counter-intuitive to the teachings of Downes, Jr et al. The examiner has suggested that Mr. Cohen file 
the experimental results in the form of a declaration showing the problems associated with the wetting of the low 
aspect ratio holes and vias. 
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
